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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons stated in the final rejection. The 
instant claims do not require the crosslinking to occur but merely that there be a combination of polyurethane and "vinyl-type polymer 
having functional groups reactive with the functional groups of the polyurethane polymer (A)." The disclosure of the patentee 
encompasses such mixtures of polyurethanes with vinyl polymers having functional groups reactive with the functional groups of the 
polyurethanes therein as stated In the final rejection. The applicant's arguments regarding the patentee's recitation regarding properties 
obtained "without subsequent chemical crosslinking" are noted. However, the instant claims do not require the crosslinking to occur. The 
claims require only the presence of the recited reactive functional groups. The vinyl polymers of the patentee are disclosed as having 
these groups. The acetoacetoxyethyl methacrylate of column 6, lines 19-20 pointed out in the final rejection, will necessarily become 
polymerized with the vinyl polymers of the In situ reactions of the patentee and will give this required functionality as will numerous other 
functional groups be able to give the claimed reactivity under some set of reaction conditions. The applicant's argument to the preferred 
vinyl monomers of the patentee is not commensurate in scope with the full teachings of the patentee pointed to in the final rejection. 
However, "derivatives" clearly encompassed the acrylates described throughout the specification and even the preferred acrylates are 
reactive via transesterification reactions, etc. as would be appreciated by the ordinary skilled artisan. 
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
